The first phase of the work, up to 1933, was devoted 

to a consolidation of the Nazi groups abroad already in existence and 

establishment of numerous new branches and local groups, so 

hat the first unification of these into groups covering an entire foreign 

гу was pn necessary. In fact, the first country-wide Nazi 
organization abroad was founded in Paraguay in 1931.

In the 1937 meeting he expressed the same idea thus: 


“We foreign German National Socialists reject the conception 
of the universal German, whose prime endeavor is to adapt him. 
self everywhere, because this universal German not only makes 
himself ridiculous among the foreigners but also consciously or 
unconsciously repudiates his Germanism with this self-abandon- 
ment.”

At the same meeting Rudolf Hees stated clearly and bluntly: 


“Under the leadership of the Foreign Organization, German- 
dom abroad is also becoming more and more filled with the 
National Socialist spirit. The Foreign Organization of the 
NSDAP has brought together the Germans out there. who even 

after the seizure of power were disunited and split by class 
differences, and joined them with Adolf Hitler's Reich; The 
National Socialist care for Germandom abroad is maintaining 
an cnormous number of Germans for the nation, who otherwise 
would be as cultural fertilizer for other nations.” **

The summons is accordingly issued to all Germans abroad to 
remain German, and this with its Nazi implications is their prime 
obligation. At the 1997 meeting Baron von Neurath, then the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister, related this in an old-fashioned way to the 
notion of protection, saying :

“We had in Holland, you will recall, at least 100,000 Germans 
who had not surrendered, and by and large did not intend to 
surrender, their German nationality. As workers, whether 
clerks, craftsmen, common laborers, or even housemaids, they 
were all required by Nazi law to be members of the Labor Front. 
The Labor Front, you may have forgotten, is that Nazi govern- 
ment department which has replaced the outlawed labor unions 
of Germany, and administers the workers’ Insurance benefit, 
and pension system first instituted Bismarck in the 
18805. In and out of Germany, every German worker must 
earry a Labor Front сата and must have entered on that card 
the monthly contributions’ he makes to the Fund out of which

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we feel ourselves the appointed protectors of these values in foreign 
@ermanism. A state which is built on the iron laws of blood and гасе, 
like the National Socialist Reich, cannot do other than accept its own 
blood always and everywhere even in the remotest corner of the 
earth. The Foreign Organization is, therefore, the gathering place 
for every single racial comrade of the Reich, who—otherwise de- 
pendent on himself alone—would be lost to the Reich. The Foreign 
Organization wishes to preserve for the Reich every German wherever 
he may be in the world, be he rich or poor, young or old, in the knowl- 
edge that no sin is greater than that of voluntarily abandoning Ger- 
man blood. 

Gauleiter Bohle referred to the situation of Germanism abroad be- 
fore the Nazi seizure of power, which manifested the same disunity 

had the Germaris in the Reich itself and which, because of the 

lapse of the old fatherland, was little respected abroad; and he em- 
phasized that, only a few years before the seizure of power, an im- 
mense change began through the formation of local groups of the 
NSDAP, which at that time was still unknown or unmentioned 
abroad. Everywhere abroad there were a few enthusiastic men and 
women who believed in Adolf Hitler regardless of all slander and 
who began the struggle to win their German compatriots for the 
ideology of the new movement. 

Today, barely four years after the seizure of power, we can proudly 
and joyfully declare that our party comrades abroad have conquered 
foreign Germanism—conquered it for the National Socialist idea— 
conquered it without any external pressure—conquered it through the 
strength of persuasion—conquered. it through the deeds of the Führer 
in the Reich! The Fiihrer had to come in order to hammer into all 
of us the fact that the German cannot choose and may not choose

My Ministry in its attention to national tasks has to a special degree 
exercised protection over and furtherance of Germandom in the bor- 
der countries and Germandom in foreign countries. A large number 
of institutions concerned with special tasks in this sphere are being 
supported as far as possible by means at my disposal. Among all 
these the League for Germandom in Foreign Countries, German 
School League, Inc., Berlin, enjoys an especially favored position. 
To its work carried on for half a century is due the maintenance of 
so many German schools, churches, newspapers, or other institutions 
in the German settlements in foreign countries. Without such main- 
tenance of these institutions large German folk-groups, especially 
under the pressure of the post-war period, would have perished as 
. cultural fertilizer for foreign peoples. Unfortunately in past years 
a certain reserve among wide circles of the population was noticeable 
with regard to the propaganda work of the above-named national 
League, and also administrative restrictions on its activities have not 
been left undone.

LIFE.AND ACTIVITIES OF GERMANS ABROAD 


THe Forticn ORGANIZATION 


1. HISTORY AND GROWTH OF POWER 


The first National Socialist organizations among Germans abroad 
La were for the most part founded independently, without direct stimulus 
or encouragement from German sources. However, in 19% ), a small 
group of Nazi Party men in Hamburg, having become conscious of 
the possibilities for organized party activity among Germans abroad, 
undertook the preparatory work for a Party Office to deal with 
problems concerning party members and Germans abroad. This 
Office was formally established by an order of the Reich’ Nazi 
Organization Directorate of May 1, 1931, being designated then as the 
“Foreign Section of the Reich’s Directorate of the NSDAP”, 
( Document 23, ром p. 285). With headquarters in Hamburg, the Office 
was placed under the direction of Dr. Hans Nieland. According to 
this order every party member abroad, or residing permanently in a 
foreign country, was under the supervision of the Foreign Section of 
the Nazi Party. The first phase of the work, up to 1933, was devoted 
to a consolidation of the Nazi groups abroad already in existence and 
the establishment of numerous new branches and local groups, so 
that the first unification of these into groups covering an entire foreign 
country was soon necessary. In fact, the first country-wide Nazi 
Party organization abroad was founded in Paraguay in 1931. 

At that time, however, the Nazi Party was too much concerned 
with German affairs to place much stress on foreign activities. In 
the first months after the party’s accession to power in January 
1933, it was even questioned whether the existence of а” Foreign 
Section was justified. Since then, however, it has apparently con- 
sistently proved its usefulness, having grown steadily in power and 
importance." On May 8, 1933 it was put in charge of its present 
leader, Ernst Wilhelm Bohle, a protégé of Rudolf Hess, who was 
Hitler’s Deputy at that time, and on October 3, 1938 it was placed 
directly under Hess, Bohle becoming a member of the staff of the 
Führer’s Deputy with the rank of Gauleiter. The present designa-

Dr. Frick, German Minister of the Interior, in his chapter in Ger- 
many Speaks indicates the exclusive position of the party in the Third 
Reich: 

«National Socialist Germany, however, is not merely a unitary 
state: it is also a unitary nation and its governance 18 based on the

To Dr. Ley, the party is identical with the Führer. As he wrote 
in the Angriff on April 9, 1942 (document 6, post p. 184), “The Na- 
tional Socialist Party is Hitler, and Hitler is the party.” 

The role of the party in legislation, in political matters, and in 
the appointment of Government officials is indicated by the Führer's 
decree of May 99, 1941,* as amplified by the order of January 16, 
1942, concerning its execution." (Document 9, post p.-212). This 
order provides that all legislative proposals and proposed laws and 
decrees, as well as any proposed changes therein, must pass through 
and receive the approval of the Party Chancelry.

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tion, *Foreign Organization of the NSDAP", * was ordered by Hess 
on February 17, 193427 In view of the growth of the organization 
under Bohle’s energetic leadership and to further an increased de- 
velopment the central office of the Foreign Organization was trans- 
ferred to Berlin in the middle of March 1936. The Maritime Divi- 
sion, which dealt with German seamen, remained in Hamburg. 

Since there had been considerable friction between the agents of 
the Foreign Organization and the officials of the German Govern- 
ment’s foreign services, the German Foreign Service (diplomatic and 
consular officials) was inducted in October 1935 as a professional 
group into the Foreign Organization, thus insuring the collabora- 
tion of the Foreign Service men abroad with the Nazi Party agents, 
With regard to this, Dr. Ehrich, one of Gauleiter ВоМев chief 
aides, is quoted by the Deutsches Nachrichtenbiiro, the official Ger- 
man news agency, as saying, “a decisive step has been taken in 
strengthening National Socialist leadership among Germans abroad; 
it is to be hoped that this new arrangement will contribute to'a close 
cooperation between party and state in all fields of foreign effort. 
Every German abroad knew that only through the Foreign Organ- 
ization and its numerous ceHs could he maintain a real connection 
with what was happening in the Reich. The official of the Foreign 
Service must feel himself to be a true fellow German and the trusted 
helper and National Socialist friend of his countrymen." 

The Foreign Organization received its definitive sanction when on 
January 30, 1937 Bohle was transferred to the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, assuming the title “Head of the Foreign Organization in 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs", Wherees formerly the jurisdic- 
tion of his organization had nominally merely extended to Nazi 
Party members abroad, at this time it was explicitly enlarged to 
include all German citizens abroad. The preamble to this decree 
gives as the purpose of Bohle’s installation in the Foreign Office 
“the unified care and control [Betreuung] of the German citizens in 
foreign countries”.* The vast extent of Bohle's powers is clear. the 
preamble stating further that “the direction and handling of all 
matters concerning German citizens abroad are transferred to him”, 
Although according to the provision of the decree Bohle was placed 
personally and directly under the German Foreign Ministry, the 
Foreign Ministry appears to have exercised only a very general 
control over his work, and it is known that he possessed the privi-

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To further reinforce the party’s grip upon the Foreign Office, 
which was progressively and effectively tightened during 1937, the 
officials of the Foreign Office and all members of the Foreign Service 
throughout the world were organized into a party group, an “Orts- 
gruppe", under the authority of Bohle. While the group rested under 
the supreme authority of Bohle in his capacity as representative of 
the party sovereignty in the Foreign Office, Dr. Kesenberg and a Herr 
Kruger vere named Ortsgruppenleiter and deputy leader, respectively, 
both being Bohle men brought into the Foreign Office from the party's 
Foreign Organization. On December 22, 1937 it was announced in 
the Völkischer Beobachter, the official party newspaper, that Воће 
had been given the rank of Secretary of State in the Foreign Office 
and that decisions taken by him and issued in the form of orders 
with his signature would have the force of “ministerial decisions" or 
instructions of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. It was understood 
that this established an even greater independence for Bohle and that 
it would enable Bohle to compel members of the regular Foreign 
Service to promote the work of his Foreign Organization. 

In the official party program of the NSDAP, published first in 1927, 
Gottfried Feder wrote, “Not to ‘assimilate themselves’ to foreign ways 
but to maintain their own superior German ways, that must be the 
task of Gerraans abroad and of our official representatives. An iron 
broom must go through the dusty Foreign Office for this purpose 
also.”® In fulfilling this demand, as the Nazis have done with such 
logical consequence in so many other spheres of activity, Bohle and 
the party’s Foreign Organization served as the “iron broom”, 


2 STRUCTURE AND ACTIVITIES 


The Foreign Organization of the Nazi Party has a curious double 
position and status in the complicated arrangement of the Nazi party- 
state. As we have seen, the director of the party’s Foreign Organiza- 
tion, Bohle, was appointed Chief of the Foreign Organization in the 
Foreign Office, and as such he is directly and personally responsible 
to the Foreign Minister. However, his field of activity as leader of 
the party’s Foreign Organization and his responsibility as such to 
the Führer’s Deputy * remain unchanged. Although Воће himself 
moved to the Foreign Office, taking with him many members of his 
former staff, the Foreign Organization of the party as such remained 
in its quarters at 4A Tiergarten Strasse, Berlin, continuing to operate

(b) National Socialist Racial Community as the Basis for Unification 


Whatever success the Foreign Organization has had in the unifica- 
tion of all Germandom abroad, from the ideologic side, doubtless 
comes from the principle of the German “racial community”. As 
Bohle himself stated at the Foreign Organization’s meeting in 1937: 


“Without the Führer and his conception, which takes hold of 
and encompasses all Germans, it would be senseless to attempt 
unification of Germandom abroad. The German racial commu- 
nity, preached by Adolf Hitler, was the only basis on which a uni- 
fication of Germandom abroad could have taken place. It is 
necessary to keep this fact in mind, when on looking we con- 
firm how — it looks today out there in comparison with 
the previous period."* (Document 26-A, post pp. 341-348.) 


No meeting of the Foreign Organization, no address or article of 
any of its directors, fails to stress the significance of the “racial com- 
munity” for Germans abroad. At the party congress in 1936 Bohle 
declared : | 


“... our Germanism abroad is com of individual Ger- 
mans who can only live as Germans if they form among them- 
selves an indestructible —— and if this community is 
incorporated in the community which Adolf Hitler has given 
the racial comrades in the Reich. We believe in the eternal value 
of the race and the blood and we feel ourselves the appointed 

tectors of these values in foreign Germanism, A state which 
is built on the iron laws of blood and race, like the National 
Socialist Reich, cannot do other than accept its own blood alwa 
and everywhere even іп the remotest corner of the earth.” = 
(Document 25, post pp. 314—315.) 


At the Foreign Organization's ahnual assembly of Germans liv- 
ing abroad, in 1987 at Stuttgart, Rudolf Hess, at that time the 
Führer's Deputy, addressed the audience as follows:

unconsciously repudiates his Germanism with this self-abandon- 
ment.” ( ument 26-A, post p. 349.) 


At the same meeting Rudolf Hess stated clearly and bluntly: 


“Under the leadership of the Foreign Organization, German- 
dom abroad is also becoming more and more with the 
National Socialist spirit. The Foreign Organization of the 
NSDAP has brought together the Germans out there, who even 
long after the seizure of power were disunited and split by class 
differences, and joined them with Adolf Hitier’s Reich. The 
National Socialist care for Germandom abroad is maintaining 
an enormous number of Germans for the nation, who otherwise 
would be absorbed as cultural fertilizer for other nations.” *e 
Document 26—A. post р.

(d) Obligation To Remain Loyal to Nazi Germany | 

The summons is accordingly issued to all Germans abroad to 
remain German, and this with its Nazi implications is their prime 
obligation. At the 1937 meeting Baron von Neurath, then the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister, related this in an old-fashioned way to the 
notion of protection, saying :

Subsequent sections, especially those which depict the role that 
German minorities have played in the Nazi conquest of Europe, 
indicate the nature of the obligations. 


(e) Instructions Regarding Behavior Abroad 

Germans living abroad are repeatedly ordered and exhorted in these 
official pronouncements to observe the laws of the country where they 
are residing and to refrain from any activity connected with its internal 
affairs. Of the Ten Commandments stamped on the foreign certificate 
of every party member residing abroad, the first two are as follows: 


“1, Observe the laws of the country whose guest you are. ` 
“9. Leave the politics of the country where you reside to its in- 
habitants. You are not concerned with the internal poli- 
tics of a foreign country. Take no part in them, even in 
conversation." **

As Baron von Neurath affirmed at the Foreign Organization's 
meeting in 1937: 
“We know, of course, and we are the last to seek to put any 
false interpretation on it, that the hospitality which is granted 
foreign citizens in a country obligates them to abstain strictly 
from any meddling in the internal affairs of the foreign country 
and obligates them to observe the general laws prevailing there.” **

At the 1935 meeting of Germans living abroad, Hess, in giving the 
oath of allegiance to the Führer, did not hesitate to assure the Ger- 
mans from abroad that the Fiihrer— 


“will never give you any command which cannot be reconciled 
with the laws of the country where you are living”.** (Document 
98, post p. 365.) 


At the 1937 meeting, Hess’ assurances went even further, when he 
declared : 


“The National Socialist Germans are loyal to the country where 
they reside just as they are loyal citizens of their own home — 
(Document 26-A, post p. 858.) 


Bohle even had the temerity to state, in a talk before the German 
colony at Vienna on October 24, 1936: | 


“Just as I have repeatedly announced this basic principle of 
my organization, so I will declare unambiguously here today in 
Vienna that every German national abroad, roan: ни of whether 
he is a member of the party or not, has the primary duty of keep- 
ing out of things which do not concern the Reich. I never per- 
mit our German nationals abroad to become involved in the in- 
— political affairs of other countries.” ** (Document 27, post 
p. 357.) 


The events in Austria a year and a half later revealed the value of 
such assertions. 


(f) Professed Harmlessness 


Following the usual Nazi practice of bold lying, the Nazi leaders 
have made repeated professions of the pacific purposes of the Foreign 
Organization since 1937, when the Foreign Organization was begin- 
ning to unfold its fifth-column activities. At the Foreign Organiza- 
tion's assembly in 1937, Bohle declared : 


“The attempts to make it appear as if National Socialists 
abroad were exclusively spies or political agents—principally as 
the last attempt at a discrimination—one sees recently even in 
newspapers which want to be taken seriously. It is amusing to 
read that Germany is training all housemaids abroad as spies and 
that the Nazi men themselves have as their chief task to trans- 
form the foreign countries concerned into Hitler-colonies.

In his talk at Budapest early in 1988 Bohle stated :

In this connection the Nazi leaders were wont to profess that Na- 


tional Socialism was not an article for export. Іп 1937 Hess used these 
strong words: 


“We can declare with a pure conscience: We do not want 
National Socialism to trickle into other peoples as poison! We 
likewise do not wish to force it on other peoples. "We do not even 
want to give it — to other peoples. On the contrary: We are 
jealously concerned. to keep National Socialism for ourselves." * 
(Document 26-A, post p. 352.) | 


Again at Budapest in 1938 Bohle repeated this: 


“Anyone who has concerned himself even superficially with the 
doctrines of National Socialism in Germany must know that this 
philosophy is a purely internal point of view which we jealously 
protect and never expect to export.” ( ent 29, post 
pp. 374—375.) 


In 1938 Hess told the assembled Germans from abroad : 


“You have joined up in the Foreign Organization of the 
NSDAP in order to cultivate your Germanism and in order to be 
d National Socialists. Your Germanism and your National 
ialism are your own private concern. You are not engaged in 
any ‘pénétration pacifique’, you do not at all seek ‘in a peaceful 
way to permeate’ the host peoples with National Socialism. No, 
your Germanism and your National Socialism are your own pri- 
vate concern and remain also your most private concern.” % 


(Document 30-A, post p. 385.) 
In October 1987 in London Bohle expressed in classic terms what 
the National Socialists abroad claimed to be doing: 
Ce National qo A > not — — E and discord, 
are anxious to deliver the messages o ill emanating 
from а country whose Leader loves peace because he loves his 
people and wants to make them happy.” * (Document 31, 
post p. 396.) | 


- (g) German Citizens? Or All Those of German Origin? 


With regard to the question whether the activities of the Foreign 
Organization extended beyond German citizens to include German 
racial comrades of foreign citizenship, it will be noted that the activi-

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ties of the Foreign Organization are usually discússed in terms of 
German racial comrades in general No distinction is made, especially 
in the earlier speeches, between German citizens and those of German 
origin who had adopted citizenship in another country. From 1937 
on, however, in view of the growing opposition to the Foreign Organi- 
zation’s activities from neighboring European countries and countries 
abroad, the leaders of the Foreign Organization found it expedient to 
state explicitly that their work was only concerned with German 


At the Foreign Organization's meeting in Stuttgart in 1937 Bohle

A month later in London Bohle repeated the same profession: 


ithin the scope of the Foreign Office I am responsible for 
EE е е Ае ودن‎ of the Reich living abroad.

Again at Budapest in 1988 Bohle explicitly repeated this declara- 
tion made in London, adding: 
“The German Reich has never expected or wished that the 
Germans of Hungarian nationality should be anything but a 
true and loyal part of the Hungarian state. If attempts are 
made by individuals or irresponsible organizations to arouse 
Germans of Hungarian nationality against the Hungarian state, 
I can give the emphatic assurance that such plots will be most 
Sharply condemned on the part of Germany."* (Document 29, 
post p. 374.) № m

nationality is not political but purely cultural.”" (Document

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In terms of Nazi ideology itself, as may be clearly seen from the dis- 
cussions in previous sections, such a distinction, however, is entirely 
specious, Even in the same address the inevitable connection between 
the two is implied by Bohle's remark: | 


“Since the Nazi Party in the new Reich possesses the exclusive 
right to determine the philosophical and political views of the 
entire people, the Foreign Organization has logically been estab- 
lished for the leadership of all German citizens abroad.” = 
(Document 29, post p. 367.) 


In the same passage he stated : 


“Through my appointment as Chief of the Foreign Organiza- 
tion in the Foreign Office on January 30, 1937 this union of party 
and state received clear expression also in the supervision of 
foreign Germandom."** ( ument 29, post p. 368.) 


Farther on he admitted : ң 


“When we speak in general of foreign Germandom we under- 
stand thereby not only German nationals abroad but also persons 
of German origin.” ** (Document 29, post 368.) 


Although Bohle immediately professed to make the proper dis- 
tinction in practice, the evidence indicates that no such distinction in 
practice ever existed, There was a convenient ambiguity in modes of 
expression, there were dummy organizations and diverse subterfuges, 
but no essential obligatory distinction between German racial com- 
rades of German and foreign citizenship. Just as the Nazi ideology 
encompassed al] German racial comrades regardless of their citizen- 
ship, likewise the Foreign Organization sought to encompass all those 
of German extraction who could be reached, by whatever means possi- 
ble. While Nazi policy contemplated the furtherance of German 
interests through the establishment of compact German racial minori- 
ties wherever Germans resided throughout the world, the Foreign 
Organization represented the official party organ for the fulfilment of 
all German aims beyond the borders of the Reich. 

The story of Austria and of Czechoslovakia is well known, but in the 
following account of Hess’ address at the Foreign Organization's 
assembly in August 1938—in the period between the absorption of 
Austria and the destruction of Czechoslovakia—there is testimony both 
as to the role of the racial comrades (Volksdeutsche) and the facility 
with which the “outward sign” of foreign citizenship was sloughed off. 
At the ciose of this talk Rudolf Hess recalled— 


“the day last year in Stuttgart when German men and women

If 
it had in general required a proof, that the best German virtues are 
embodied in Sudeten Germandom, then it is proved by this iron 
discipline and this steadfast calm, which comes from the feeling 
of one’s own right. Y ou in Sudetenland know: We stand by you, 
with passionate hearts. (The masses emphasize this greeting of 
the Führer’s Deputy to the Sudeten Germans with jubilant en- 
thusiasm.) The right of three and one-half million German men 
lies with you, the right of millions of members of a great people 
to conduct their life and so to shape it as adherence to this people 
of culture Ea: а "> 
(Document 30-A, post 386.) 


Presaging future events in a backhanded way, Bohle stated in his 
speech at Budapest in 1938: 


“T think I may also say that the Germans of Hungarian nation- 
ality are the last who would wish to serve as a pretext for the as- 
sertion that the German Reich has designs on the integrity of the 
Hungarian state.”** (Document 29, post p. 374.) 


The Germans of Polish nationality, well prepared by Nazi agitation, 
were ready, however, to serve as the desired pretext against Poland. 


$. CENTRAL CONTROLLING AGENCY OVER ALL OTHER -ORGANIZATIONS 
PROMOTING GERMANISM - | \ 


A large number of quasi-independent German agencies have en- 
gaged in diverse activities among those of German extraction living 
in foreign countries. We shall consider in some detail only those two 
major institutions which were most active in the United States, the 
Deutsches Ausland-Institut (DAI, German Foreign Institute), Stutt- 
gart, and the Volksbund fiir das Deutschtum im Ausland (VDA, 
League for Germandom in Foreign Countries), Berlin. Before doing

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so, it must be reiterated, however, that the Foreign Organization of 
the NSDAP functioned as a central agency controlling the activities 
of all the organizations promoting Germanism abroad. In his mono- 
graph entitled Die Auslands-Organisation der NSDAP, Dr. Emil 
Ehrich, personal adviser to the Gauleiter of the Foreign Organization, 
closes his description of the Foreign Organization’s Department for 
Culture with the following words: “In the last analysis it is the central 
office for all the numerous organizations and bureaus which are niming 
at a spiritual and cultural exchange with Germandom бааж 
(Document 28, post p. 298.)

Botb the VDA and the DAT were pre-Nazi institutions, striving to 
maintain the German language, customs, and culture among those of 
German extraction outside of German borders. When the Nazis 
assumed power in 1933, both the VDA and the DAI were quickly re- 
organized and used by the Nazis, although ostensibly retaining their 
independence as private institutions, Since these agencies maintained 
open connections between Germany and German racial comrades of 
foreign citizenship, in the United States as well as elsewhere, it is 
important to demonstrate the clear tie-up between both these agencies 
and the Nazi Party. This appears in common ideas and aims, public 
professions of adherence, official representation at meetings, and ap- 
pointments in personnel, It may well be maintained that in the to- 
talitarian state there can be no “independent agencies”, in the sense 


. of that term used in reference to a democratic country. However, the 


subsequent discussion presents direct evidence to refute any argument 
that the VDA and DAT, after 1933, were acting as private non-official 
agencies, 
1. NATURE AND AUTIVITIES 

The VDA was founded as the German School League in 1880 
in Austria to support endangered German schools in areas of mixed 
nationality. A similar organization was founded in Germany at the 
same time. In 1908 the German- association assumed the name 
“League for Germandom in Foreign Countries” (Verein fiir das 
Deutschtum im Ausland). The Austrian association became the Aus- 
trian branch of the VDA in 1921, later absorbing other Austrian so- 
cieties doing similar work. One of these societies, the Siidmark, ab- 
sorbed in 1925, had been founded in 1889 with the aim of providing 
economic support to Germans residing or settling in the mixed-lan- 
guage areas of Styria, Carinthia, Carniola, and Tyrol. 

As a result of the ethnic problems arising after the war, the VDA 
expanded considerably and reorganized its many groups throughout

abroad. The VDA also engaged actively in pan-German propagan- 
distic work both within Germany and abroad. Aside from pamphlets 
and manifestoes, the chief vehicles for this were the periodicals pub- 
lished by the VDA, “Volksdeutsche”, “Deutsche Welt”, and “Deutsche 
Arbeit”. The magazine “Volksdeutsche” was sent by the VDA to all 
parts of the world, including the United States. A calendar entitled

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“Germans All Over the World” was also sent, often as a donation by 
German firms (document 33, post p. 481), and propagandistic litera- 
ture was forwarded to German women’s organizations abroad and to 


address lists furnished by representatives abroad or other interested 
parties. | 


2. GOALS 


A standard German encyclopedia of 1925 gives the following brief 
account of the aims of the VDA, which in 1924 with its 1,914 local 


groups and 1,172 school groups was “the largest organization working 
for Germandom": 


“The VDA has borne its present name since 1909 and has since 
then had as its aim not only the maintenance of German schools 
but also of other cultural institutions of Germandom abroad. Its 
protective work extends first to the Alp and Sudeten lands, then 
also to eastern Europe and overseas. It concerns itself with Ger- 
man kindergartens, schools, libraries, and newspapers abroad, 
with the support of Germans abroad, and especially of Germans 
from abroad studying in the Reich, and with propagandistic 


work through the press, through lectures, and its own publi- 
cations." € 


In the pamphlet entitled Nature and Significance of the VDA, 
Otto Schüfer, a VDA district leader, wrote in 1932: 


“The aim of the VDA’s work, in its broadest sense, is the ful- 
filment of the meaning of German racial unity, the permeation 
of all Germans with the racial idea; the aim in the more restricted 
sense is the successful work of maintaining and protecting Ger- 
mandom in all countries of the earth, and especially by the culti- 
vation of German cultural forms of activity and expression.” ® 
(Document 32-A, post pp. 425-426.) 


Similarly, in an address at the meeting of the VDA in Passau, 
Whitsuntide 1983, Dr. Hans Steinacher, the Reich's leader of the 
VDA, stated : 


“The aim of our work is the maintenance of the race outside 
of our borders. This work cannot be isolated from the life of 
the Germans within our borders, Borders can separate the life 
of states but not the life of a people. No matter if the state be 
forced here and there to give up its claims and to endure borders, 
which lie on this side of our ethnic borders, the race does not 
admit e such resignation of race!” (Document 94, post 
p. 434. 


Closing his review of the history of the VDA in the above-men- 
tioned work, Otto Schäfer declared: -

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“Brilliant as this development of the VDA, which encom- 
passes today over 2,000,000 members, and of the whole Ger- 
mandom movement appears, it is not yet at an end, and ought 
not to come to an end, until it has sached the entire German 
race, led the last lost son back into his father’s house, has secured 
the last field fertilized by German sweat and blood.” * (Docu- 
ment 32-A, post p. 425.) 

The general background for the VDA’s work is indicated by the 
explanatory note at the beginning of the chapter in Der national- 
sozialistische Staat containing extracts of Steinacher’s address at 


Passau: 

ж “There has been a Germandom in foreign countries since the 
13th century, when German settlers migrated to the European 
east and southeast, and since the 17th century, when these 
isolated German settlements were increased and strengthened, and 
when Germans as farmers and as artisans migrated to North 
America. The small German Reich of Bismarck left millions of 
Germans outside of its borders, and the Treaty of Versailles sepa- 
rated from the Reich still further territory inhabited by Germans. 

“To the pure state-thinking of the 19th century, Germans in 
foreign countries, who were not citizens of the Reich, were count- 
ed as foreigners. ... One spoke of German-Russians, instead 
of Russian-Germans, of German-Bohemians, instead of Sudeten- 
Germans, etc. The Reich did not concern itself about them, in 
order to avoid political complications. Merely the VDA, the 
“Volksbund (formerly Verein) für das Deutschtum im Ausland’, 
maintained the connection between Germandom in the Reich and 
Germandom in foreign countries. Its slogan was ‘Germans of all 
countries, unite ! ® 

(Document 34, post p. 433.) 


The world-wide scope of the VDA's work is also clearly stated by 
Schäfer: 


“We see that the sphere of the VDA’s work has become very 
great, it encompasses the entire planet, and it is by far not able to 
satisfy the demands made upon it. Älso for this reason its aim 
must remain: the unification of all Germans to one great com- 
munity of destiny, to a nation." * (Document 32-A, post p. 426.) 

Pamphlets and manifestoes of the VDA leave no doubt that among 
the “lost sons” are millions of citizens of the United States. The 
United States is included in the long list of countries containing Ger- 
man racial comrades, in an advertisement appearing February 22, 1934 
in the Berliner Bórsen Zeitung, an authoritative Berlin newspaper, 
which further states: 


“The Germans are a people of 100 millions!”

“The VDA is the trustee of the 30 million Germans in foreign 


countries! 
(Document 35-A, post p. 436.) 


Concerning the German emigrants to North America, Dr. Schäfer 
wrote in his 1933 VDA pamphlet: 


“Doubtless the Germans would have possessed greater powers of 
resistance against America’s Anglo-Saxonism, if a strong German 
Government had stood behind them and supported them in their 
first measures toward the maintenance and cultivation of. Ger- 
manism, as did the English Government for its emigrants.” 


“As long as the German Government or a great part of the 
German people did not stand behind them [the German епи- 
grants|, they were powerless. In das years the German па- 
tionality lost 20 million persons in the United States, to the great 
detriment of Germany later." * 

( Document 32-A, post р. 492.) 


In a VDA handbill of the same period, seeking new contributing 
members, under the title “Every Third German Lives in a Foreign 
Country” 10 to 12 million Germans are listed as residing in the United 
“States. From this handbill are also taken the following statements: 


“There are Germans on the whole planet. How many? That's 
hard to say. Asa result of the indifference of the old homeland 
countless numbers of these have long since forgotten their Ger- 
man language and German ways. Millions have drowned in 
the melting pot of the United States alone. The number of Ger- 
mans in the world, however, certainly still amounts to nearly 
ONE HUNDRED MILLION ! 

“Think of these animated by a unified wil. They would be 
an enormous energy, a firm foundation for our future, for the 
German economy, industry, and prestige in the world, Lebensraum 
for our growing generation, basis for our export trade, and there- 
with source of em loyment opportunity for us all. We want to 
create this will! Help us! 


“Germans are stretched over the planet like a net. There is 
no city on earth where Germans have not gotten a foothold as 
businessmen, scarcely a country in which they do not dwell 
as settlers. The German name rings out throughout the whole 
world. We lack only one thing: the will to stand together 
everywhere, as the others do. If this will is once at hand, the 
German language will never die out, German characteristics will 
never slip away, and the German economy will always flourish. 

“Germans are still migrating out into the world. Thus it was 
for centuries, so it still is today. The past has cast away German 
blood, donated it to foreign peoples.

The Deutsches Ausland-Institut was founded in with the 
express purpose of furthering German interest ad by maıntaın- 
ing contact with all those of German extraction. | | t | grated 
or were migrating to foreign countries. Established in Stuttgart 
because of the heavy emigration originating from southwestern 
Germany, its scope was not restricted to this s ction. In fact, the 
DAT possesses the most comprehensive Collection of material con- 
cerning all Germandom abroad. Even iti pre-Nazi days, however, it 
was not merely a research institute. Its diverse collections of mate- 
rial were always available in the interest of Germandom abroad, and 
the DAI. furthermore, not only engaged in propagandistic work 
through its magazines, press releases, and publication of books but 
also had departments for advice to emigrants, for employment, lega] 
matters. and information. In the words of a standard German 


encyclopedia : 


“The DAI represents, especially since the completion in 1925 
of its new Home of Germandom [Haus des Deutschtums], the 
appointed central organ for the connection between the homeland 
and Germandom abroad.” ™ 


A reliable confidential source, reporting in 1937 on the work of the 
DAL, furnished the following detaile concerning the separate branches 
of the DAT’ activities: 


“Research and Inforn.ation Service 


“The Institute keeps itself posted concerning the cultural and 
business activities of Germans in foreign parts and maintains 
lists of German clubs and firms which are available to reliable 
peu wishing to enter into correspondence with these groups. 
п a certain sense it thus helps to further German trade, as it 
handles inquiries of a business nature and facilitates the maxing 
of initial contacts. The Institute, moreover, keeps a card index 
file of the family history of Germans who have left the Father- 
land, bearing in particular upon their ‘racial integrity’. . Through 
its correspondents abroad یا‎ ә report directly Xo it the Institute 
is informed of the status and progress of ‘Germanism’ ia particu- 
lar countries. The reaction of the resident population is also 
recorded in special reports and clippings from the local press. 
The Institute is thus in a sense the seismograph which registers 
everything relating to the cause of *Germanism'. |

“The Institute is one, but probably the most portant, of the 
agencies which prepare and disseminate prop#anda abroad in

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the form of books, pamphlets, periodicals and communiqués. 
Such material is extensively supplied to public libraries, societies, 
educational institutions, church organizations, and so forth, 
provided they are frequented by, or connected in some way with 
Germans, or persons of German extraction, The Institute can 
furthermore LU relied upon to assist’ in the preparation and 
documentation of Congresses held by Germans abroad. 

“The Institute also has a hand in organizing the frequent and 
periodical broadcasts transmitted to foreign Germans by the 
powerful short-wave stations of the Reich radio system. The 
Stuttgart broadcasting station is housed in the building of the 
Institute which furnishes w ith appro ›г1аїе material this station 
as well as others belongingr4o the — chain. The main 
object of the programs thus supplied is to keep Germans living 
in other countries in constant touch with developments in the 
Reich, to stimulate their interest in the Reich, to develop social, 
political and economic relationships favorable to Germany, and 
to convince them of the success ^ National Socialism. Certain 
of these broadcasts are also of a cultural nature and include 
music, theatrical programs, lectures on artistic and historical 
subjects, as Y ell GE also religious discourses, 


“Activity in Emigration Matters 


“The Institute would appear to exercise a certain function 

ontrolling and directing the source of the-small amount of 
emigration (excepting Jews) that is taking place from the Reich. 
It is understood to possess a department which acts as a sort of 
labor exchange able to furnish German workmen for firms doing 
business abroad. This section also apparently advises persons 
wishing to proceed to foreign countries as settlers, handling 
their applications and passing upon their requests for foreign 
exchange. The Institute’s activity in this field is apparently 
based on the theory that while a large wave of emigration 1s 
neither possible nor desirable, nevertheless the establishment of 
the right kind of German settler is advantageous in certain 
localities, particularly if they can be encouraged to maintain 
their ties with the Ker h and be bound to National Socialism."

2. TIE-UP WITH NAZIS 


Evidence demonstrating the close tie-up between the DAT and 
the Nazi Party is as conclusive as іп thé موی‎ of the УПА. Here, 
likewise, immediately after the Nazis came into power, an established 
institution whose general ideals and aims were in conformity with 
those of the Nazis was promptly gleichgeschaltet, i.e. put under direct 
Nazi control through reorganization, An account of the procedure 
appeared in the official National Socialist newspaper organ of 
Württemberg, the Stuttgart M. 5. Kurier of September 21, 1938: 

“In the ovr of the revolutionary turn of events, ап emer- 


gency has Wnsued, which required the chief supervisory 
authorities of the Wiirttemberg government to install for the 
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Representatives of the authorities and of pan-German organiza- 
tions were present in great numbers at the annual meeting and 
the demonstration.” (Document 39-A. post p. 460.) 


Another article іп the same issue of the above newspaper names 
the following official representatives: 


“The Chairman ofthe Deutsches Ausland-Institut, Chief Mayor 
Dr. Strólin, opened the celebration. He greeted among those 
present, in particular, Minister-President and Minister of Re- 
ligion in Württemberg Mergenthaler as the representative of the 
supervisory authorities; General Haushofer of Munich as the 
representative of Rudolf Hess, who has been entrusted by the 
Führer with the supreme direction of all matters concernin 
Germans in foreign countries; the Deputy Gauleiter Schmidt 
as the Wiirttemberg representative of Reich’s Propaganda 
Minister Dr. Goebbels; Herr Ruberg as the representative of 
the. NSDAP’s Foreign Policy Office and its Director Alfred 
Rosenberg. The President of the Danzig Senate, Dr. Rausch- 
ning, was greeted with great applause as the representative of 
the purely German population of Danzig which has been sep- 
arated from the mother-country against its will. Chief Mayor 
Dr. Strólin further greeted Privy Councilor Dr. Ródiger as the 
representative of the Reich’s Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
the Reich’s Ministry of the Interior, whose presence must be 
taken as the sign of the Reich’s special interest in the work of 
the Institute. He also greeted Senator Dr. Muth, the tried 
Führer of the Banat Germandom, and Privy Councilor Profes: 
sor Dr. von Müller, the President of the German Academy." 
(Document 39-A, post pp. 461-462.) " 

Privy Councilor Dr, Ródiger, as representative of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs and Ministry of the Interior at the session, brought 
greetings from Foreign Minister von Neurath and stated that "both 
Ministries had always followed with great interest the work of 
the DAT" (Document 39-A, post p. 462.) 

Deputy Gauleiter Schmidt, representing Dr. Goebbels, stated, 
“The local party leadership [Gauleitung] is prepared to cooperate

In the course of the 1933 annual meeting, Dr. Strölin read a tele- 

gram which had been sent to Reich’s Chancelor Hitler: 


“The assembled participants of the annual meeting of the 
Deutsches Ausland-Institut aid the newly formed Board of Di- 
rectors of the Institute greet the Fiihrer of the German people. 
The entire Germandom abroad, accustomed to struggle in the

The public addresses delivered at that meeting illustrate the com- 
plete correspondence bet ween the aims of the DAI and those of the 
Nazi Party, and contain further the explicit dedication of the DAT 
to the service of National Socialism. Minister-President Mergen- 
thaler in an address, recorded by the Stutigarter Neues Tagblatt, 
September 21, 1933, stated : 


“The National Socialist movement has had a fructifying ef. 
fect in all spheres of life. It has also given an entirely new 
impulse to the work for Germandom. The work for German- 
dom in foreign countries has thereby received the proper con- 
secration and depth. In the past years of struggle it has often 
filled us with concern that the work for Germandom in forei 
countries could not be carried on in close connection with the 
Brown fighters of Nationa! Socialism. The liberalistic ideology 
which has been overcome dealt with the formal concept of the 
citizen. We have gotten rid of that. Today the blood-united 
German racial-comrade stands in the center. That is the new 
foundation upon which we must build. 

“The work for foreign Germandom must in the future proceed 
on a racial basis; otherwise it has lost the ground under its feet 
... New paths will be opened up for the work of Germandom 
by the new conception. e new conception will be a protective 
wall against the cultura] and racial — of our comrades 
in other peoples. National Socialism will give energy to the 
German racial comrades. We are giving the Germans abroad 
therewith something enormously great. We also ought not to 
forget that the Germans abroad in a certain sense stand as

An account published in July 1941 in Deuts hes Wollen, the maga- 
zine of the party's Foreign Organization, relates the activities of the 
Nazi Party group in Greece hefore and after the German Army entered 
Athens. After the entrance of the Germans, in the words of this 
group's leader, all the party members performed “auxiliary service 
with the Army”. (Document 41, pos? p. 467.) 

The following excerpts ar taken from a confidential, reliable ac- 
count, verified by other sources, of the many-sided German fifth-column 
activity in the Netherlands before the German invasion. Since these 
excerpts give a sketch of a whole situation, they are set down in proper 
sequence without interruption. Valuable details concerning the activi- 


ties of Bohle’s Foreign Organization are given, as well as illuminating 


remarks on Nazi propaganda and tactics. Of special interest, too, is 
the expose of the Nazi Party's methods for maintaining its powerful 
hold on all Germans. in which are mentioned both the threats and in- 
ducements given by the Nazis to Germans living abroad in order to 
secure their loyalty and service. The tie-up with Netherlands Nazis 
and the clever use of disaffected Netherlanders, especially from among 
the unemployed, is also worthy of note. 


“Few countries were more important in the pre-war Nazi strat- 
egy than Holland—and for very good reasons .. . For all 
these reasons it was imperative that the Nazi party members in 
the Netherlands be rigorously organized, and their knowledge 
and influence employed for the destruction of the Dutch morale. 
This was Dr. Butting's job. 

“It was not a job аі which any man could work openly. The 
Dutch government was democratic, wherefore it permitted the 
existence of a Dutch National-Socialist Party, and that party even 
had a handful of representatives in the Dutch Parliament. But 
Germans resident in Holland were forbidden by Dutch law to 
otganize politically. This being so, both their organization and 
their leader had to work under cover. The cover for the Nazi 
party organization was an outwardly social and cultural body that 
went by the innocent name of Reichsdeutsche Gemeinschaft, the 
German Citizens’ Association. Every member of this association 
was a member of the Nazi Party of Germany. The president of 

tbe association was Dr. Butting,—and the cover furnished Dr.

work, 


second, we wished also through the establishment of this Com 
radeship to place at the disposal’ of our fatherland ourselves 
and the experience which we gained over there, 

and, finally, we hoped in some manner to give our fighting 
brothers over there moral support, even if only through the fact 
that we, who had returned, loyally remembered the brave fight 
ers at whose side we stood through the years at the front.

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Accordingly, Comradeship groups were established in Stuttgart, 
Berlin, Hamburg, and Hanover; and shortly before the beginning 
of the war it was possible. through the cooperation of the German 
Foreign Institute and the city of Stuttgart, to hold the first national 
meeting of the Comradeship USA in conjunetion with the opening of 
the exposition “American Germanism in Combat”, an unforgettable 
experience for all who participated! 

The war drew a heavy line through our extensive plans for the 
future, and further repatriation practically stopped.

Germanism. A state which is built on the iron laws of blood and race, 
like the National Socialist Reich, canfföt do other than accept its own 
blood always and everywhere even in the remotest corner of the 
earth. The Foreign Organization is, therefore, the gathering place 
for every single racial comrade of the Reich, who—otherwise de- 
pendent on himself alone—would be lost to the Reich. The Foreign 
Organization wishes to preserve for the Reich every German wherever 
he may be in the world, be he rich or poor, young or old, in the knowl- 

that no sin is greater than that of voluntarily abandoning Ger- 
man blood. 

Gauleiter Bohle referred to the situation of Germanism abroad be- 
fore the Nazi seizure of power, which manifested the same disunity 
as had the Germaris in the Reich itself and which, because of the 
collapse of the old fatherland, was little respected abroad ; and ће em- 
phasized that, only a few years before the seizure of power, an im- 
mense change began through the formation of local groups of the 
NSDAP, which at that time was still unknown or unmentioned 
abroad. Everywhere abroad there were a few enthusiastic men and 
women who believed in Adolf Hitler regardless of all slander and 
who began the struggle to win their German compatriots for the 
ideology of the new movement. 

Today, barely four years after the seizure of power, we can proudly 
and joyfully declare that our party comrades abroad have conquered 
foreign Germanism—conquered it for the National Socialist idea— 
conquered it without any external pressure—conquered it through the 
strength of persuasion—conquered. it through the deeds of the Führer 
in the Reich! The Führer had to come in order to hammer into all 
of us the fact that the German cannot choose and may not choose 
whether or not he will be German but that he was sent into this 
world by God as a German and that God thereby had laid upon him as 
a German duties of which he cannot divest himself without com- 
mitting treason to Providence. Therefore, we believe and we know 
that the German everywhere is a German—whether he lives in the 
Reich or in Japan, in France or in China, or anywhere else in the world. 
Not countries or continents, not climate or environment but blood and 

` race determine the world of ideas of the German. - 

The wonderful thing about our new Reich is that this Reich will 
not voluntarily release a single one of its citizens from his holy duties 
to his people. 

Therefore, it depends on each German citizen to think German, to 
act German, and to remain German; wherever he may be, he will know 
that Germany stands beside him and that his new Germany is deter- 
mined to protect every single one of its citizens outside of its bound- 
aries. When the Bolshevik terror broke out in Spain and threatened

My Ministry ın its attention to national tasks has to a special degree 
exercised protection over and furtherance of Germandom in the bor 
der countries and Germandom in foreign countries. A large number 
of institutions concerned with special tasks in this sphere are being 
supported as far as possible by means at my disposal. Among all 
these the League for Germandom in Fore ¿qn Countries, German 
School League, Inc., Berlin, enjoys an especially favored position. 
To its work carried on for half a century is due the- maintenance of 
so many German schools, churches, newspapers, or other institutions 
in the German settlements in foreign countries. Without such main- 
tenance of these institutions large German folk-groups, especially 
under the pressure of the post-war period, would have perished as 
cultural fertilizer for foreign peoples.. Unfortunately in past years 
a certain reserve among wide circles of the population-was noticeable 
with regard to the propaganda work of the above-named national 
League, and also administrative restrictions on its activities have not 
been left undone. It appears to me, therefore, as an urgent duty of 
the Reich and of the federal states not only to set aside such hin- 
drances but also to enable the League for Germandom in Foreign 
Countries to unfold the increased propaganda work in all spheres 
which it desires. Also, regard for the needs and misery of the time, 
and for the lack of work and bread within Germany, ought not to 


divert attention from the fact that the around 30 million Germans

I should like accordingly to direct the special attention of the gov 
ernments of the federal states to the activity of the League for Ger- 
mandom in Foreign Countries with the idea that и b accorded priv- 
ileged treatment. Yt is primarily the school groups which carry on 
the propaganda work of the League, in which at the same time the 
education of the youth to patriotic thinking takes place, an education 
which is above denominational and party differences. I will, there- 
fore, attach the greatest value to the fact that its school meetings be 
accorded the greatest freedom of action and that the pupils be allowed 
to wear the insignia of the League in the schools. I would expect an 
effective enlivenment of this work, if the supe rvisors of all th schools,

Last year, in accordance with the particular desire of the Reich's 
President, the “German School Celebration”, a ing to extend the 
pan-German consciousness of our youth beyond the borders of the 
Reich, was held with great success in the Berlin Stadium. More 
over. in the current year the “German School Celebration” is to take 
place in Beut hen. Breslau, Erfurt, Diisseldorf, Gera, Gladbeck, Köslın, 
Cologne, Munich, Nuremberg, Karlsruhe, and Stettin, among others. 
I would welcome it, if the “German School Celebration” could be 
introduced extensively through the Reich. since no project is more 
suited to put all the schools, and especially the elementary schools, in 
the service of Germandom in foreign countries, while the big national 
assembly of the VDA always affects only groups, primarily those from 
the higher schools. Iam honored, therefore, to refer the governments 
of the federal states especially [0 the introduction of the "(German 
School Celebrätion”, so that the school authorities may be induced to 
support this event and to facilitate the preparations for the celebra- 
tion by special orders, as has occurred in Berlin. ! 

Along with the school work of the League for Germandorn in For- 
eign Countries, its general propaganda work among the public has 
assumed greater significance for the continuance of the German folk- 
groups in foreign countries in the same measure in which, in view of 
the financial situation of the Reich and of the federal states, the possi- 
bility of granting direct subsidies from the budget has become smaller. 
In the last year, with the approval of the Prussian State Commissar

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for the Regulation of Relief Work, a collection has taken place m 
all Prussia and, despite the poor economic situation, has had grati- 
fying results in view of the national awakening of the German people, 
so that the League has approximately succeeded through the new 
collections in compensating for the considerable decrease of its other 
income. The request of the League, by intercession with the govern- 
ments of the federal states to enable it to carry out this collection 
throughout the whole of the Reich, is accordingly most cordially sec- 
onded by me. The success of last year’s collection was due to the 
fact that in Prussia the Senior Presidents, the Governing Presidents, 
and the State Councilors have devoted themselves to the service of the 
cause in the most commendable way. I would be grateful if all the 
governments of the federal states permit this collection and further it 
in the same way. 

I would appreciate an answer approving my preceding remarks, 
and in the given case a report concerning what has already been done.
